EDITORIAL COMMENT 


Starts Republicans Thinking 


T 


HERE can be no question, says the Butte 


Miner, that the Republicans in tire east 


were greatly surprised over the result of the el- 
ections this week. Newspapers now coming to 
hand express the greatest confidence in the suc- 
cess of the g. o. p. and one wonders what they 
had to say when it was over. 


The St. Lousis Globe-Democrat last Tuesday 


morning said: "On the eve of the election to be 
held in various states and cities today, the in- 
dications point to a general Republican land- 
slide." 


There is no doubt the St. Louis paper, like 


many other organs of its party, believed that the 
Republicans had a walk-away. 


They have ha.d a horrible awakening and 


must feel that the victory in Missouri a year ago 
had been doubly discounted by the Democratic 
successes in Pennsylvania and Ohio this fall. 


(Doubtless the eastern Republican press, in 


discussing the late elections, wilL like the boy 
passing through the graveyard Jfcistle to keep 
up its courage. 


Without question there will be a renewal of 


the talk of forcing a third term upon President 
Roosevelt. 


Compare last year's election returns with 


those of the present week, and the fact will be 
impressed upon the most casual observer that 
President Roosevelt is popular, but his party is 
not. This conclusion is going to give the Re- 
publicans a lot of thought before 
they, get 


through with it, but they might just as well 
face the truth now, as they will have to do so 
later. 


Still it is not believed that President Roose- 


velt will break his solemnly pledged word, no 
matter how the politicians of his party may try 
to make him do so, in an effort to bolster up 
their position. The indications are that the peo- 
ple want to get rid of the old Republican ma- 
chines that have been running things in so 
many of fhe states, and they know they have 
the power to do it 
To many of the Republican 


leaders the result of the elections last Tuesday 
came like a thunderbolt from a clear sky. 


They thought they were safely entrenched, 


and all at once they found that their fortifications 
had been assaulted and taken by the forces of 
the people. Their arrogance has received a sev- 
ere rebuke. 


Municipal Ownership Coming 


O 


NE of the striking points of the result of the 


recent elections was the revelation of the 


strong hold that the idea of municipal ownership 
has acquired in the minds of the American people. 


The most startling illustration of this condi- 


tion of affairs \vas the immense vote polled by 
Hearst after a campaign of but tlrree w««ks. 
Taimnam 's perfect machine, backing a man who 
had given probably the cleanest and best admin- 
istration ever given b> a Tammany maypr, was 
unable to defeat a man without a party—a man 
whose only campaign cry was municipal,owner- 
ship. 
And this result was achieved, ii) a city 


where on the one hand is found the densest ignpr- 
ance of, and indifference to, the civic obligations 
of a citizen and on the other, the most hide- 
bound, pigheaded conservatism, and opposition 
to anything that savors of socialism.

Another strikjrtg illustration of the fpwe.r..of 


municipal ownership was thp result in Sai? Fran- 
cisco, where Schmjtz. wa£ elected ma>oT b) an 
immense majority, in defiance of thej.cpmbined 
opposition of the Ppmocratic and .Republican 
parties, and the fierce denunciation of three of the 


most widely circulated newspapers in the city. 
Schmitz's election alone did not altogether con- 
vey the idea of a desire on the part of the people 
of San Francisco for municipal ownership, but 
the election with him of a full board of supervis- 
ors of the Union Labor party indicated the wish 
of the people that, for one thing, he should have 
his hand strengthened in his improvement of the 
Geary street line, which was rcccntl) taken over 
by thctcity. 


The dcction of Dunne as mayor of Chicago 


last vcar puts the two greatest cities-of the coun- 
try in. line as demanding the same reform. As 
yet Dunne has been unable to accomplish any- 
thing, owing to the opposition of the city council, 
but indications point to a repetition of the San 
Francisco affair—Dunne re-elected with a board 
pf'.councilincn to support him. 


Evra in towns as small as Reno—in Reno 


itself, j» fact—there is growing up and becoming 
emphatic a strong demand for municipal owner- 
ship—-a demand which.i'ii,it continues to grow 
for a short'space at the present rate, cannot, and 
must not, be denied. 


Where Hearst Got His Strength

WO causes contributed large!) to the re- 


markable vote polled in N'ew York b> Mr. 


Hearst—dislike of the regular part> organiza- 
tion and lavish promises by the candidate. Be- 
hind McClellan, who is personally the sort of 


man New Yorkers like to see in the mayor's of- 
fice, were Tammany and Murphy. Behind Ivins, 
though disavowed by him, were Odell and the 
Republican machine. 


While Tammany has taken to heart the lesson 


of the last few years and has adopted less of- 
fensive methods, the question Jerome kept asking 
of its wealthy boss, "Where did he get it?" rep- 
resented a prevalent feeling. 
The suspicion of 


any sort of graft aroused popular indignation. 
This resentment was displayed, too, against the 
Republican machine, which has long been sus- 
pected of working the Albany end of an alliance 
with Tammany. 


A conservative professional man voiced the 


sentiment of a great multitude of v otcrs when he

The 
thousands who \v ere fortunate enough to be em- 
ployed by the citj were to have their wages rais- 
ed, Undoubtedly large numbers of people on the 
east side voted for Hearst in the firm belief that 
his election would be worth many dollars a year 
to each poor famih. The discontent with Mur- 
phy and Odell and the expectation of a better 
living were the considerations that gaye its phe- 
nomenal strength to the Hearst movement. The 
editor's personality was a less important factor 
than either of these.—Utah State Journal.
